seeking just almost anything to satis- 
fy that restless, wretched longing 
within their bosoms. 

We do not have to look to the open 
roads to find evidence of this rest- 
less, dissatisfied spirit nor to see the 
results of it. Why are the churches of 
today empty while the picture shows, 
dance halls, roadsides, swimming 
pools, golf links, and other places of 
sinful amusements are full? These 
people are seeking for something to 
satisfy the longing of their souls and 
fail to know that what they need to 
do is to seek the Lord. Some people 
have tried to remedy this state of af- 
fairs by taking the world into the 
churches. But has that brought about 
the desired effect? I tell you NO and 
it never will. 

We find in Matt. 6:33 Jesus spoke 
to that multitude of people who sat 
and listened to that notable sermon 
on the mount and said, “But sedk ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these’ things 
shall be added unto you.” What things 
was He talking of here? Food and 
raiment, the necessary things of life, 
not great riches every time, not al- 
ways houses and barns and land, not 
always everything we want because 
many times we do not need the things 
we want and would not use or spend 
with wisdom nor for the glory of God 
if we had them.

Young 
people, boys and girls in your teens 
and twenties, of high school and cot- 
lege age, what seek ye? The answer 
generally comes back, “A good time!” 

Let me 
have a good time, I’ll never be young 
but once in life, I'll seek God later 
in life but now I’m seeking the latest 
fashions of dress, learning the new- 
est steps in dancing, seeking the new- 
est picture shows, etc. Oh, I’m seek- 
ing to have a good time now in these 
golden days of my youth.” 

You said right, boy and girl, when 
you said you would never be young 
but once and no one can blame you 
for wanting to bave a good time and 
enjoy life in these golden days of your 
youth, but oh what we young people 
need to do is to take God into our 
good times! Let our will be completely 
swallowed up in His will, find that 
joy that is truly unspeakable in serv- 
ing a true and living God. Young 
man, young woman, let us not forget 
that Eccl. 12:1 thunders out now as it 
will in the judgment, “Remember now 
thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, 
I have no pleasure in them.” You may 
harbor in the depths of your soul the 
thought that salvation is for the old 
people or those who know they are 
about to say good-bye to this world 
and that you cannot have a good time 
seiving the Lord.

He 
has topped the hill and gone down on 
the western side (old age). We see 
him as he looks around him and be- 
gins to try to locate himself. Where 
is he? which way leads home? He 
peers thru the darkness and tries to 
retrace his steps but fails to find his 
way. He stops suddenly, his blood al- 
most freezing in his veins. What is 
that he hears? The scream of a pan- 
ther, the growl of a bear, the “big 
game” he has hunted for all day. But 
now it is dark, human eyes can’t pierce 
the darkness to tell which way they 
are coming from. Now he is beside 
himself with fear as he realizes the 
very things he has been hunting are 
trying to destroy him, and that he is 
lost in the dark and cold. That is 
enough to make him shake and quake 
with fear. 

You ask this question of men and 
women who are older, who have taken 
the weightier things of life upon them, 
and their reply will be, “I don’t have 
time to seek the Lord. I’m too busy 
making a living for my family.” But 
we hear the voice of the Savior ring 
out in Matt. 11:28-30, “Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me; for 
I am meek and lowly in heart: and

ye shall find rest unto your souls.

put on thy beautiful garments, O Je 
rusalem, * * * Shake thyself from the 
dust; arise, and sit down, O Jerusa- 
lem:” ete. Also 1 Pet. 5:8-11, “Be 
sober, be vigilant; because your ad- 
versary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: * * * But the God of all 
grace, * * * make you perfect, stablish, 
strengthen, settle you. To him be glory 
and dominion for ever and _ ever.
